Troops fired warning sho.s and 
tear gas grenades today to repel 
rioters in Mons where strikers re­ 
newed protests against the gov­ 
ernm ent’s austerity program.

Po­ 
lice arrested 130 alleged rioters in 
Mons and Charleroi.
